Another expedition to look for the 
bones of great phehlstorlc reptiles In 
the Red River vullo.v of Alli«*rfn is 
on tts way. 
This time It Is under Hi« 
direction of Dr. W. A. Parks of the 
University of Toronto, and the Royal 
Ontario museum, 
For h number of 
years these expeditions have been an 
annua! summer 
journey 
for 
three 
months. 
Two years ago the almost perfect 
specimen of the kritoeaurus Incurvl- 
tnanus, which has Jusi 
been finally 
chipped fret* from the rock and pre­ 
sent«! to the museum, was found, 
snaking h distinct addition to the rec­ 
ords of science, and giving to Toronto 
the only specimen of this species yet 
discovered. 
Three Incomplete sk> le 
tons of the kritosnnrus and a great 
horned bend of a brontosaurus, 4 feet 
0 Inches In length, wen* found by tin* 
professor, but have not yet been carved 
from the rock. 
Ii Is the hop«* of Prof. 
Parks to collect ultimately for the 
Royal Ontario museum one of the tin- 
•st exhibits of dinosnars In existence. 
The locality ami 
the 
method 
of 
tndlng the specimens are described 
by Prof. Parks. 
“The ri\«*r cut right 
through the flat prairie to a depth of 
400 feet, forming a whole lot <>f brok­ 
en buttes, and It Is among these that 
the hones are discovered.
